Quincy, Mass., Nov. 28.—The keel of 
the superdreadnaught Massachusetts 
will be laid soon after New Year’s day, 
ft was announced tonight at the Fore 
River plant of the Bethlehem Ship real 
Building. corporation, Ltd. The Massa- 
chusetts will he larger ‘than any ves- 
sel now in the United States navy.

Several square kilometers of sail 
are covered with blocks of ice, tree 
trunks, and bowlders, and near the 
village of Portud, a pine forest, cele 
brated for its antiquity and the size 
of the trees, was absolutely uprooted. 
A mountain torrent named the Dolre 
was dammed up by the debris and over- 
flowed the banks so that the village 
of Portud escaped only by a miracle. 
The avalanche fell through the air a 
distance of about 10,000 feet, landing on 
the Brenva glacier and carrying away 
a portion. The detonation was so pow- 
erful as to shake houses fifty miles 


away.

Smith and “Jack” entered, held up 
Peirce and when he showed resistance 
hit him over the head with a pipe 
wrench.
